A letter was read from the Stoney 
Piain Board of Trade, asking the in- 
fluenc® ot the board here for assist- 
ance in securing A ferry at Lamorie’s 
Landing. 

Dr. Melunis pointed out the benefit 
of a ferry to the portion of country 
this side of the river, known as 
Strawberry Creek, which was almost 
ail settled at the present time. The

THE BOARD OF TRADE) INTENDING EMIGRANTS 


WARNS 


That Winter Months Inopportune 
Time to Come to Canada—Unique 
Postion of Canada—Governiment 
Does Not Assist Bulgarians. 


Ottawa, Dee. H—The immigration 
department has instructed its agents 
in England to have inserted in Brit- 
ish newspapers advertisements warn- 
ing intending immigrants that the 
winter months are inopportune for im- 
migration to Canada, and advising 
all those who contemplate coming to 
this country to wait till spring. Hith- 
erto, Canadian imirigration has prae- 
tically stopped of its own accord with 
the advent of winter, but this year 
the flood of immigrants has been keep- 
ing up right through October and No- 
vember, Now Canada is in the un- 
ique position of being obliged to warn 
immigrants to stay in their own 
country until spring comes, and = the 
time opportune for settlement on land 
and engaging in railway construction 
work, when the season again opens 

Not Included in Propaganda. 

In respect to the present difficulty 
with Bulgarian immigrants in  To- 
ronto, the Hon, Mr. Oliver pointed out 
to the W, A. P. correspondent today 
that the immigration propaganda of 
his department in Europe had never 
included people of any of the Balkan 
countries, Italy, Spain, Portugal or 
southern countries of Europe. 
The Buigarians have come of their 
own aceord and have received from 
the Canadian government no encour 
agement of any kind to emigrate, Oth- 
er classes who have been sought by 
the immigration depariment thie year 
are those adopting or who intend to 
follow agricultural pursuits or railway 
construction work in this country, and 
domestic servants, and booking ag-

lants to whom bonuses have been paid 


are confined to Great Britain, France 
Germany, Belgium and Scandinavian 
countries. In regard to the deporta- 
tion of the indigent Bulgarians now 
in Toronto, the Hon. Mr. Oliver poiut- 
ed out that according to the [mmigra- 
tion act the municipality must make 
the first move in requesting their de- 
portation, If any municipality found 
that immigrants of less than two 
years’ etanding were becoming or 
were likely to become a burden on the 
public, then an application to the im- 
migration department would bring 
prompt action, and deportation would 
follow at the expense of the steam- 
ship company who brought them over. 
Exclusion of Undesirables. 

During the next few months it is the 
intention of the government to exer- 
cise great care in preventing the land- 
ing of any undesirable immigrants at 
Canadian ports. Unless they can 
alow that they are possessed of suf- 
ficient means to maintain themselves 
until they are assured of employ- 
ment, or unless they have some means 
of livelihood assured them, they will 
not be allowed to land, but will have 
to return on the same steamer to the 
points from which they sailed, A

NAVIGATION 1S NOW 
CLOSED ON THE LAKES. 


Amount of Grain Shipved Out This 


Year Since September Ist 5,000,000 


Bushels Less Than Last Year. 


Fort William, Ont., Dec, 11.--Navige- 
tion for 1907 at the head of the lakes was 
practically closed today when the 8.8. 
Jenkins cleared with 355,000 bushels of 
grain. The Underwriters refused insur- 
ance on the vessel, although the grain 
on board was covered, During the last 
week the Highest records in lake traffic 
was reeched, 4,700,000 bushels of grain 
being safely stowed for a trip ncross the 
lake, Opening April 29th, the past sca- 
son has been very busy, 921 boats having 
arrived in comparison with 838 last year. 
The C.P.R. coal receipts by boat this 
stason amounted to 900,000 tons, over 
300,000 over the corresponding season last 
year, 

At the head of the lakes there have 
been remarkably few causalities this sea- 
son in striking contrast te last year 
There has been open weather during the 
past couple of weeks, having been made 
to ordr for the lake marines, Several 
boats are wintering in port this year 
and will load wheat for storage and thus 
considerably relieve the elevators, — al- 
though practically the bulk of the grade 
wheat has gone out of port. There hus 


been a considerable falling off in the 
total volume of grain shipped of this 
season's crop, barley and fax mone 


showing an increase, Steamers have car- 
ried from the head of the lakes in Can- 
adian vessels 16,606,351 bushels, in for- 
eign vessels 3,487,012 or total of 26,09%.. 
363 bushels for 1907 crop. Starting on 
September ist, last year the amount was 
25,160,265 or a decrease of over 5,000,000 
bushels for this year,
